Sometimes, with the dest of in- 
tentions, Congress passes laws 
that turn out tg have unanticipated 
consequences once they are im- 
Plemented. An example is a pro- 
vision of a 1980 law requiring the 
Social Security Administration to 
review periodically the eligibility 
of individuals receiving disability 
benefits, This law was prompted 
by a General Accounting Office 
study which revealed that some in- 
dividuals who were zo longer dis- 
abled svere continuing to collect 


Makin sure that only those who ~ 


are eniiiled to dissbikty benefits 
receive fhem is ebviously good 
Management. Unless we eliminate 
from the program pcop’e who no 
longer need our assisiance, we 
Yimit our ability to provide for 
those who do. Unfortunately, the 
implementation of tha lew created 
thaos and inflicted pain that Con- 
tess neither envisioned nor de- 
Sired when. if enacted what was 
intended to be a sound menage 
ment tool. 

My Meine offices soon began 
hearms from severely diszbled 
people who had their benefits dis- 
sonfimmed 2s a resukt of the new 
reviews. A nomber of these indi- 
Vitals clearly were unable to re- 
Sume work and despersiely need- 
One of my mosi imporiant respon- 
Bibilifies is to oversee the imple- 
mentation of federal laws, I de- 
cided to hold oversight hearings an 
the Social Securiiy disability im- 
‘vestigations. 

The hearings revealed thst the 
Problems experienced by disabled 
Workers in Maine were prevalent 

throughout ihe country end were 
caused by substantial sresknesses 
in the review process. I discorer- 
ed thai benefits were being ter- 
WMinated in nearly 45 of the cas- 
es reviewed—fer ahove the ovre- 
“alicted ineligibility rate. Yet, 2:3 of 
the individuals who apnesaled their 
terminaifon decisions were being 
reinstated to the program afer a 
hearing before an administrative 
Taw judge. A disturbing pattern 
emerged of misinformaifon, in- 
complete medical examinsifons, 
%O personal contact, inedequaiely 
documented reviews, comiictng 
standards and erroneous decisions. 
The system ‘was so overloaded ard 
the appeals process so Clogged 
that claimanis were without bere- 
fits for many months—or even a 
Year or longser—while waiting for 
a@ ‘hearing. One of my constituents 
Was without benefits for 20 months 
before she was reinstated. During 
that time, she lost both her house 
wand her car because she hed no 
imcome. Another Maine resident 
‘was without his disability checks 
for 16 months because of 2 com- 
pater mistake and the appeals 
backlog, Lacking income and too 
ptoud to accept welfare, this des-

Fortunaiely, President Reagan 
jast week signed legislation I au- 
thored io provide a short-term se- 
lution fo the problems faced by 
those severely disabled people 
whose benefits are terminated and 
then reinsiaied. 

The most important provision of 
the new law permits individuals 
who appeal their termination de- 
cisions io have their benefits con- 
Hinued until an administrative law 
judge reviews the case. By contin- 
uing benefits pending appeal, this 
legislation eliminates the needless 
financial burden now imposed on 
disabled people who ere mistak- 
enly removed from the program, 
despite being unable to resume 
works. CurrenZy claimants who 
Suecessialiy appeal ierminaiion 
decisions receive back benefits, 
but only afier months of disruption 
and delay. My legislation prevents 
the interruption of benefits to 
which these individuals are entizl- 

Disability benefits are not wel- 
Zare. A worker earns this insur- 
ence through the Social Security 
waxes that are deducted from His 
paycheck, and he must have work- 
ed 2 minimum emount of Hime 
in order io qualify. In addition, he 
musi he so disabled that he not 
onty cannot perform the jod that 
he has been daing but also cannot 
do any sxbstantial work, consider- 
ing his age, education ard work 
experience. 

Surely, when we are dealing 
with the most disabled workers in 
our society, we should ensure that 
the government does not add an- 
other burden to the ones they al- 
ready must bear. This vear I will 
be sworking on comprehensive ro 
forms te make the disability re- 
View process more ¢fficient and 
fairer to disabled workers. 

Aly experience with the disa’sii- 
ity issue has confirmed my betief 
about the necessity of vigorous 
congressional oversight. Congress 
has an obligation to ensure that 
the laws it passes actually work 
as intended.

As it enters into its fifth year of 
operations, the Bethel Area Health 
Center has seen significant growth. 
When it opened in January 1979 
the Center provided part time 
physician services, Since that 
time the services have grown to 
full time office hours as well as 
24 hour emergency coverage, This 
seryice is presently provided by 
the Center’s full time Medical Di- 
rector, Dr. Patricia D, Williams, 
and Jan Whitworth, physician as- 
sistant, 

In addition to traditional family 
medical care including obstetrics, 
the Center has expanded into sev- 
eral ancillary services, An elderly 
services coordinator, Muriel Whit- 
ney, is at the Center every morn- 
ing to help older citizens and/or 
their families with any special 
needs they may have. For in- 
stance, she might arrange ‘‘meals- 
on-wheels’” for a shut-in or coord- 
inate home health care. Ms. Whit- 
ney’s services are available to any 
eligible person, in the greater 
Bethel area, whether or not they 
are patients of the Center. 

Substance abuse counselling is 
also provided by the Center. 
Becky Hardy, substance abuse 
counselor, is available one half 
day a week to help anyone who 
may need her services. The abuse 
of drugs, particularly alcohol, is 
a-major health concern, The Cen- 
ter is pleased to be able to provide 
this service which includes a drop- 
in hour at 4 p. m. on Thursdays. 
The drop-in time, which is free of 
charge, is meant to give people 
the opportunity to meet Ms. Har- 
dy, discuss in broad terms their 
problems in order to help them 
decide whether they wish to seek 
counselling. 


Podiatric services are also made 


‘available once a month at the Cen- 


ter. Dr. David Johns, a podiatrist 
from Berlin, N. H., sees patients 
one day a month, cither by refer- 


| ral from a primary care physician 


or by appointment directly from 
the individual patient. Dr. Johns 
specializes in the diagnosis and ei- 
ther surgical or medical treatment 
of diseases, injuries and other de- 
fects of the foot. 

The Center remains committed 
to preventive medicine and offers 
a number of on-going health edu- 
cation programs. Prepared child- 
birth classes, eight weeks in 
length, are held three times a 
year, Hypertension education is an 
on-going program which is aimed

This is the first of a new weekly 
column, while I will print in order 
to let you know what is happening 
in the Maine Senate and to solicit 
your input on issues which are im- 
portant to you, My job is to repre- 
sent your best interests in the State 
Legislature—with this column, I 
hope to do just that. keep you in- 
formed and allow you to call or 
write me with any comments you 
may have. I will start this process 
by giving you my phone number 
and asking that you call whenever

The first isstte I would like to 
discuss, is, as you may have guess- 
ed, tax indexing. I want to thank 
all of you who have ‘taken the time 
to call or write: me in, this issue. 
Tax indexing is viewed by some 


as a need to be fiscally responsi-- 


ble, by others as a cruel decision 
to remove essen “ial services, and 
some see it-as the will of the peo- 
ple passed in a referendum vote 
in November. The Senate has 
been dealing with this issue, and 
praictically this issue alone, since 
the new session begam on Jian.. 5. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 11, there was 
a public hearing in Augusta—peo- 
ple from every corner of the state 
expressed their ideas on the pro- 
posed ‘cuts, the tax indexing law, 
and the options for dealing with 
the retroaictive portion of that law. 
An overwhelming majority asked 
for the repeal of retroactivity in 
order to shave the proposed cuts 
int state services. 

There were no less than six bills 
to consider in finding a solution. 
A solution was needed before Jian. 
15, when state layoffs: would go 
into effect. In my next column, I 
will explain what we chose to do, 
and why. 

During the 111th Legislature I 
will be sponsoring several bills. 
I will explain each of them as 
they come before the member- 
ship. One of these bills is L.D. 


104, An Act Concerning Renewal 


of Driver's Licenses for Pepstns 
75 Years of Age or Older, AS”you 
are probably aware, current law 
mandates’ a driver's’ road test for 
license renewal upon reaching the 
age of 75. This is an emotional 
hardship for many residents, The 
bill will change the law to require 
that the applicant for license re- 
newal demonstrate driving profici- 
ency by completing a driver’s re- 
fresher course, or being evaluated 
by the Secretary of State. The eye 
examination is still mandatory un- 
der this bill, Please let me know 
if you have any comments ox input 
on this proposal.

As previously promised, this 
column will explain shat the 
State Senate decided to do on the 
tax indexing issue, and explain 
why we did what we did. As yot 
probably know, we worked late 
into Friday evening in an effort 
ito find a compromise that was 
acceptable to all of the Legisla- 


tors (Senate and House) and to] 


their constituents. After long and 
difficult deliberations, we passed 
what I feel is an acceptable com- 
promise. 

What happened is as follons. 
‘There were, as you know, several

The bill wihch fpassed is a 
“dressed up” version of repeal. | 
What the bill does is eliminate 
any exchange of money between 
the State. and the tax payers to 
cover retroactivity. The 1981 and 
2982 income taxes for each tax 
payer will be evaluated, the am- 
ount of a tax rebate (if any here 
due) will be caluculated, and a 
surcharge in this same amount 
will be added to the individual re- 
turn, The Bureau of Taxation will 
carry ot all the necessary calcu- 
lations. In effect, this bill elimi- 
nates the 1981 and 1982 rebates. 
Tax indexing, as passed in the re- 
ferendum vote, will take effect in 
your 1983 retdrns. As you can see, 
this bill is a more complicated 
form of repeal. However, itt was a 
compromise which satisfied all 
members: of. the Legislature, and 
which passed with the needed two- 
thirds «majority. None of the oth- 
er bills were able to carry that 
margin. J want to thank you ag- 
for all your calls and letters, and 
for your patience with our delib- 
erations. 

With retroactivity out of the 
way, We ican begin to work on the 
“other bills before the 111th Legis- 
igfure. One of these, whitch will be 
under discussion i upcoming: 
weeks is reapportionment. The 
State Constitution requires that 
every ten years with the finaliza- 
tion of a new census, that Legisla- 
tive districts be re-examined and 
the number of representatives be 
made proportionate to the number 
of residents. This means that 
districts may be ‘shifting’ to in- 
clude new towns, or move towns 
previously in the district into an- 


other district. ‘All shifts will: de- 


pend on population changes and 
will focus on providing equal rep- 
resentation to Maine residents. I 
will keep you informed of the re- 
sults of this action.

UMO PROFESSOR TO. LEAD. 
SOUTH PARIS WORKSHOP 
ON BURNING WOOD 


A workshop of interest to many 
area residents, sponsored by 
SWOAM (Small Woodland Owners 
Association of Maine) and the Ox- 
ford County Extension Office will 
be held Thursday, Jan, 27, in South 
Paris. Meeting place is the Ox- 
ford Hills High School and the 
time is 7 p. m. The subject of 
the meeting will be ‘The Future 
of Wood Burning” or ‘Phase II of 
Burning Wood as a Fuel”. It will 
be under the leadership of Profes- 
sor Norman Smith, University of 
Maine, Orono. Dr. Smith is the 
head of the Agricultural Engin- 
eering Department at the Univer- 
sity. : 
For several years, Professor 
Smith, and several associates at 
the University, have been working 
on a system to burn woodchips. 


Their goal was to find a more au-, 


tomated way to feed a locally pro- 
duced fuel to the firebox of a stove 
or furnace. We had all become 
spoiled with the ease of firing 
with oil or gas, which requires 
only the adjusting of the thermo- 
stat in our comfortable living 
quarters and the calling of the oil 
man, which can even be automa- 
tically programmed, The escalat- 
ing cost of oil and gas, and the 
possibilty of another oil embargo 
caused many to have second 
thoughts—to look for an alterna- 
tive, or perhaps even a replace- 
ment, source of energy for heating 
our homes and/or domestie hot 
water. For us in Maine mood 
was a natural place to look and 
a majority. of Maine homes. now 
burn wood in some capacity. 

At the . State. University, Prof. 
Richard Hill and Prof. Smith, am- 
ongst others, ‘anticipated what 
each of us who burn wood in 
any volume soon found out. Feed- 
ing stick wood to the fire piece by 
piece soon gets monotonous. and 
if you add the work of providing 
the firewood as, most small wood- 
lot owners do, whether all the 
way from the tree, or some part 
of the process, quickly loses. its 
glamour. Prof. Hill developed the 
“stick wood” furnace which very 
efficiently burns round wood on 
end at extremely hot temipera- 
tures and the unit has had much 
success in the marketplace. How- 
ever the furmace, or boiler if you 
have hot water heat, requires, a 
new installation and is relatively 
expensive. Prof, Smith took the 


other route and worked with his 


agsociates on a chip burner which 
can be retrofitted to existing units.

PROCESSED TIMBER REPORT 
MUST BE COMPLETED 
BY FEB. 1 

Primary processors of Maine 
roundwood amd firewood — produ- 
cers of 20 cords or more are re- 
minded that confidential reports. of 
timber processed must. be com- 
pleted by Feb. 1, 1983, and sent 
to the Maine Forest Senvice (MF 
S). 

According to Peter Lammert, 
Utilization and Marketing Forest- 
er, MES, the report was first 
required by the Legislature in 1949 
to identify what tree species were 
harvested from each county and 
thereby assess the use of the for- 
est resource. The total cut report- 
ed is tabulated by species, county 
and volume, 

The 1981 report showed that 
150,878,000 board feet of hardiwood 
timber, 769,195,000 board feet of 
softwood timber and 3,417,586 
cords of pulpwood were harvested 
during that year. Compared to 
1980, this represents a 7% increase 
in hardwood timber, a 2% decrease 
in softwood timber, and a 1% in- 
crease in pulpwood cut. Overall, 
5,207,732 cords of wood were cut 
in Maine in 1981, for an overall 
1% increase over 1980, and 7% 
increase over the 10 year aver- 
age. Aroostook County continues 
to be the leader on total wood cut. 

Lammert also indicated that the 
Utilization and Marketing division 
has produced a mill list, a com- 
pilation of every wood-using mill 
known to be operating in Maine.
